Once scientists are able to com­ 
municate flu to animals and to m ain­ 
tain the disease long enough to study 
the action of the germs, progress to­ 
ward the influenza secret will have 
been made he said. 
A difficulty confronting investiga­ 
tors is the comparatively short cycle 
of the disease. 
Pordan said when the respiratory 
tract of the human body becomes ir­ 
ritated there is furnished an excel­ 
lent surface upon which germs may 
grow. The flu germ, while dying out 
quickly, renders the respiratory tract 
susceptible to the ravages of other o» - 
ganisms, which are in the mouth and 
throat.

ment would be made automatic by 
requiring the secretary of commerce 
to fix the number of representatives 
for each stare and directing the clerk 
of the House to notify the states. 
The bill contains a protest against 
the practice of the House in enlarg­ 
ing its membership in past reappor­ 
tionments to prevpnt states from los­ 
ing members, by providing that the 
membership shall bo retained at 435* 
Twenty-eight states probably would 
either gain or lose members of the 
House under present estimates of the 
1930 census. 
Republicans To Gain. 
Other far-reaching results, accord­ 
ing to those in charge of the bill, are 
that any reapportiomnent is certain 
to give more congressmen to the big 
cities of the nation and at the same 
time decrease those of agriculture 
states in congress. 
The Republicans, it has been esti­ 
mated, may gain six to eight votes 
in the presidential electoral college, 
since electors are based on the total 
number of congressmen and senators 
for each state, and normally Repub­ 
lican states would be gain members 
under the bill. 
Another feature, which has never 
reached discussion 011 the floor, is 
the claim of “Wets" that their cause 
would gain by the resultant increase 
of city members in the house. 
Party Lines Broken. 
Party lines were broken in the fu­ 
rious two-day fight waged in the 
house.

Barbuti seems to have a 
way of conserving his speed until 
the strain is greatest near the fin­ 
ishing line when, through a sud­ 
den acceleration at that point he 
is in a position to wear down the 
competition and come on to win.

Besides having a fighting heart, 
Ray races with his brains as much 
as his legs. 
He is a heady run­ 
ner as well as a speedy one, and 
that combination is always hard to 
beat. 
Before a race he builds up 
a friendly antagonism toward his 
opponent and wii< n he goes to the 
post he is well keyed up for the 
event. 
He attributes some of hia 
success to this forced attitude.
